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GHI BUDGET CAUSES PROBLEMS; 
SMITH FILLS BOARD VACAHCY

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board of directors wrinkled their 
collective brows as they dug into the first preliminary draft of the 
1972 operating budget (not the total budget) presented to them 
by management at the October 14 board meeting. 

Board president Nat Shinderman reflected that this prelimin¬ 
ary draft ^‘is in excess of what we can afford,” but represents what 
management would like to accomplish. “Modifications will have 
to be made,” Shinderman added. 


Three major items are expected 
to be responsible for the probable 
increase in monthly charges. These 
items, which Shinderman and raan- 
aiger Roy Breashears stressed that 
QHI had no control over, are an 
increase in the corporation’s tax¬ 
es due largely to the fact that 
a reassessment year is coming up, 
a trash pick-up increase of 33% 
instituted by the city, and a 5% 
to 10% increase in the water rate 
because of added demands placed 
on the sewage system county-wide. 

With the above three items ac¬ 
counting for the major increases, 
the total operating budget rises to 
$1,886,768, an increase of $337,771 
over the 1971 budget, and repre¬ 
sents a 21.81% rise. According to 
the by-laws, the corporation can 
raise the monthly charges by 10% 
without membership approval, and 
this would bring in only $154,806 of 
the $337,771 projected increase. Ex¬ 
tensive meetings on the budget are 
planned in which cuts will undoubt¬ 
edly be made. Management indi¬ 
cated it was looking into the possi- 
.lUUty .of hiring an outside trash 
collection firm if the costs would 
be cheaper than city collection. 

Smith Elected 

Former board member, James 
W, Smith, of 133 Greenhill Rd., was 
elected by secret ballot to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation 
of Darwin Beck. Smith was also 
elected to the treasurer’s post which 
Beck had previously occupied. 
George Adams was the only other 
person to be nominated to the 
board while Janet James was nom¬ 
inated for treasurer. 

TowTihoases 

The townhouses also represented 
another wrinkle in the board’s 
brow, resulting from a rumor going 
around that the townhouse mem¬ 
ber’s monthly charges would be 
increased by $50. It turned out 
upon examination that the increase 
was 30 cents per month. Shinder¬ 
man made the following explana¬ 
tion: 

The corporation borrowed from 
Suburban Trust sufficient money 
to cover the difference between the 
downpayments and the cost of the 
project, about $450,000. The pro¬ 
ceeds of this loan were assigned 
to the purchasers of the townhous¬ 
es. The subsequent refunds and re¬ 
sale increased that difference to 
$467,000. The corporation made the 
loan of the $17,000 under the same 
terms as the bank loan, 30 years 
at 7^4%. An a/ttempt to have Sub¬ 
urban Trust assume the additional 
$17,000 resulted initially in their 
offer at 8% interest. The board 
instructed tlie manager to re-ne- 
gotiate. He was successful at get¬ 
ting the 7H% rate, but only for a 
25-year period. 

The shorter loan period would 
mean that the contracts w-ould have 
to be modified to provide for an 
increased loan payment of thirty 
cents per month for the first 
twenty-five years with a corres¬ 
ponding decrease for the last five 
years. 

Drug Abuse Center 

With two negative votes cast by 
directors Stev-e Polaschik and Nor¬ 
man Weyel, the board endorsed the 
use of the Ridge Road Center as 
a drug education abuse center. 

Speaking against the center, Po¬ 
laschik felt the secluded area was 


not desirable and “the people in 
charge might not be the best,” 
Weyel also opposed the location. 
One member of the audience felt 
the center Would not work while 
another objected to out-of-town 
kids w'ho would be coming into the 
neighborhood. 

Other members of the board 
thought the walk-in location ideal¬ 
ly suited to the problem. Gordon 
Allen from the audience stressed 
that the location had easy access 
to the police without being right 
under the nose of the police sta¬ 
tion, had privacy and, if things 
didn’t work out too well, the city 
could easily evict the participants. 

Allen’s Complaints 

Board president Shinderman, 
having received another complain¬ 
ing letter from a townhouse pur¬ 
chaser, Gordon Allen, maintained 
that there was “no substance to 
lend credibility” to Allen’s com¬ 
plaints. Furthermore, he strongly 
opposed what he conceived as Al¬ 
len’s attacks on him personally. 
After briefly discussing the mat¬ 
ter, director Tom White proposed, 
and the board later adopted the 
motion, that a committee be appoin¬ 
ted to look into the numerous com- 
mimications sent to the board by 
Allen to determine if any possible 
injury had been done to Allen. This 
committee is to be composed of 
two board members not previously 
connected with the building of the 
townhouses, and two townhouse 
members, Shinderman was greatly 
offended by the formation of the 
committee and stated that it rep¬ 
resented ’a 'serious lack of confi¬ 
dence as well as propriety of ac¬ 
tion.” 

In a related matter, the repor¬ 
ter asked if the board was doing 
anything to determine whether it 
was responsible for any of the 
problems the townhousers are hav¬ 
ing. She was told that manage¬ 
ment is drawing up a bill of par¬ 
ticulars against the builder for a 
possible legal suit, but nothing was 
being done to determine what 
management could have done bet¬ 
ter or differently. 

Occupancy Exception 

A member had asked the board, 
for permission to bring into his two 
bedroom frame house two daugh¬ 
ters by a previous marriage for a 
one-year period. Although this 
seemingly violated the occupancy 
standards by two people, manage¬ 
ment was instructed to inform the 
member that permission from the 
corporation was not necessary since 
the additions were members of his 
immediate family and the situation 
was the same as one in which any 
member moves into a frame home 
and then has more children than 
he had when he first moved in.' 

A request for a light to be in¬ 
stalled at the foot of the parking 
area of 45 Court Ridge Road wzs 
unanimously approved. Since a pole 
already exists in the court, Pepco 
would install the light fixture at 
no cost to the corporation. 

A letter v'as read by audit com¬ 
mittee member Mabel Handler on 
behalf of Eunice Coxon detailing 
how the corporation could rent two 
voting machines from the county 
for one day at a cost of $150. Brea¬ 
shears commented that the Nomin¬ 
ations and Elections Committee is 
meeting to discuss this issue and

Stop-Work Order Lifted

A stop-work order which halted 
the removal of dirt at the Beltway 
Plaza Shopping Center, where 58 
new stores are under construction, 
was lifted recently. On October 1, 
the Office of Building Inspection 
and Permits ordered the Savoy 
Construction Company to cease 
earth removal activities because of 
its failure to complete proper sedi¬ 
mentation facilities. According to 
BIP, the control measures have 
since been installed and Savoy has- 
the green light to move ahead on 
grading operations along Cherry- 
wood Lane. Savoy will also remove 
earth from and grade the clay hills 
behind the new shopping center, 
which is being developed by the 
First National Realty Corporation. 

With respect to the correction of 
the long standing problem of the 
embankment next to Klein’s, it ap¬ 
pears that the next move is up to 
Sidney Brown, developer of the 
Beltway Plaza and president of 
First National Realty. Brown had 
requested that the Board of Edu¬ 
cation grant him an easement at 
the top of the slope where the bus 
lot is located so as to permit con¬ 
struction of a ditch ■ to insure 
proper drainage and a proper slope. 
After studying engineering plans 
for the easement, school board at¬ 
torney, Paul Nussbaum, said he 
was “favorable to the concept and 
had no legal objections, but felt 
that Mr. Brown should reimburse 
the Board of Education like any 
other property buyer purchasing 
land.” 

Since 1963, deep concern over the 
cliff problems has led to a county 
suit and charges of violations 
under the State Pollution Abate¬ 
ment Laws. On October 5, 1971 
the county and the state joined to¬ 
gether in filing a criminal action 
against the Beltway Plaza owners, 
First National Realty and Sidney 
J. Brown personally for allegedly 
polluting Indian Creek and failing 
to obey correction orders issued by 
the State Department of Water 
Resources. The State’s Attorney’s 
Office for Prince Georges County 
told the News Review on Tuesday 
that the papers on the suit have 
not yet been picked up or served. 

Gullet, Kelly To Speak

Council Sets May Target Date 
For Sidewalk Clearance; SHL 
Traffic Problems Go Unsolved 

Lakeside and Northway sidewalk issues and Springhili Lake 
problems dealing with traffic and a requested liquor license at rac 
ted a larger-than-usual crowd at the October 18 city council mee - 
ing. Also stimulating considerable audience participation was a 
Beltway Plaza request for a bank site, the leasing of parking spa^ 
at the Center Mall, and the proposed county landlord-tenant code.

In tackling the question of side¬ 
walk construction and clearing 
rights-of-way along streets, the 
council had before it a detailed re¬ 
port prepared by city manager 
James K. Giese which stressed the 
eventual need for sidewalks in 
every area of town. He proposed 
that a master plan for sidewalks be 
developed by council after a public 
hearing and that a policy for the 
clearance of rights-of-way in ad¬ 
vance of construction of sidewalks 
be adopted. 

Council agreed with the need for 
a master plan for sidewalks and 
sent the report to the city’s Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board for its com¬ 
ments. At the same time, upon 
the urging of councilwomen Eliz- 
beth Maffay and Rhea Cohen, the 
council decided to move immediat¬ 
ely ahead on what was deemed 
the most pressing problem — clear¬ 
ing the rights-of-way along Lake¬ 
side Drive and Northway so that 
pedestrians, especially school chil¬ 
dren, would not have to walk in 
the streets. This would involve 
clearing of trees, shrubs, fences, 
etc. from the designated rights-of- 
way. 

A motion was passed which cal¬ 
led for the clearing of 3-foot rights- 
of-way by homeowners on the 
downside of Lakeside Drive and 
Northway, with a deadline of May 
1972. The city manager was di¬ 
rected to inform council by No¬ 
vember 15 of the problems and dif¬ 
ficulties that would be involved in 
implementing this policy. In gen¬ 
eral, the sentiment was that the 
safety factor demanded quick ac¬ 
tion. 

As usual, the question of side¬ 
walks drew comments from the au¬ 
dience. Ben Goldfaden thought the 
problem would be eased along Lake¬ 
side Drive if no parking were per¬ 
mitted during the hours that chil¬ 
dren travel to and from school. 
Nancy Neupert, however, thought 
that this would compound the pro¬ 
blem, because it would encourage 
speeding motorists during these 
hours. 

Ano»ther controversial question 
was that of clearing rights-of-way 
on both sides or one side of the 
street. As a matter of equity, some 
thought both sides should be clear¬ 
ed, others thought that practica¬ 
bility and the urgent nature of the 
matter would dictate one side. 
Council decided in favor of the 
latter view. 

Other comments dealt with the 
possibility of extending the in¬ 
terior w’alkway system (ospecially 
through Woodland Hills), and of 
the desirability of concrete versus 
asphalt construction for sidewalks. 

Mayor Dick Pilski expressed 
some reservation about handling 
the sidewalk matter on a piecemeal 
fashion and preferred an overall 
approach that would treat each sec¬ 
tion of town equally. In the end, 
however, he joined with the rest of 
council in approving the motion 
dealing with Lakeside Drive and 
North way. 

Parking Space Leases 

'The council authorized the city 
manager to enter into agreements 
with tenants of the Greenbelt com¬ 
mercial center for leasing of park¬ 
ing spaces in the west parking lot, 
not to exceed six spaces without 
further approval of council. Citi¬ 
zen concern over the possibility that 
the lease program would curtail 
public parking prompted the lim¬ 
itation. Council also assured the 
audience that no long-term com¬ 
mitments were involved. Spaces 
would be leased for $6 a month.

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld in¬ 
troduced the problem of traffic flow 
in and out of Springhili Lake. 
Causing the most concern is the 
backup during morning rush hours 
of cars on Edmonston Road going 
south toward Greenbelt Road. 

Mrs. Deanne Pelton thought one 
difficulty was the ignoring of right- 
turn arrows by Springhili resi¬ 
dents who illegally turn left onto 
Greenbelt Road from a right lane 
and jam the crossing. She cited 
as evidence the smooth flow of 
traffic when a Greenbelt officer is 
assigned to enforce the right turn. 

Weidenfeld differed in his assess¬ 
ment, saying that all those people 
who were forced to turn right when 
they wanted to turn left would 
the next morning be congesting the 
left lane so they could turn left. 
His solution was a better synchron¬ 
ization of green lights so that 
people turning left onto Greenbelt 
Road would be able to keep going 
and make the Kenilworth-Green- 
belt Road light. Others suggested 
that the Edmonston Road traffic 
going north across Greenbelt Road 
was causing part of the problem. 

Close off Edmonston? 

The discussion sharply veered 
when acting manager Gary Sten- 
house reported that the current 
thinking of the State Roads Com¬ 
mission (SRC) is to extend the 
Greenbelt Rd. median strip across 
Edmonston Road; thus only right 
turns would be possible for cars 
exiting from SHL via Edmonston 
Rd. This change, Stenhouse said, 
was contemplated for the tim^ 
when the traffic signal for Cherry- 
wood Lane and Greenbelt Road, 
scheduled to be installed before the 
end of the year, is operative. 

This plan drew charges of “ridic¬ 
ulous” from the audience as Spring- 
hill Lakers visualized all traffic 
wanting to turn left out of Spring- 
hill Lake being forced to negotiate 
the one street, Cherrywood Lane. 

Dick Baldauf suggested that 
since much of the traffic desiring 
to turn left was seeking access to 
the Capital Beltway, one solution 
might be to have the present spe¬ 
cial cut-off exiting directly from 
Edmonston to Kenilworth south be 
extended to cut across the Ken¬ 
ilworth median so traffic could 
turn north on Kenilworth. 

Stenhouse said that SRC’s sug¬ 
gestion was intended to be an ex¬ 
periment to see if traffic would be 
speeded up for those traveling east 
on Greenbelt Rd. by eliminating 
the Edmonston Road crossing. 
Council, however, remained so con¬ 
fused by all the possibilities that 
it instructed the city manager to 
see if an SRC traffic engineer could 
be present at a future council 
meeting to answer inquiries. 

IJquor License 

Hearing no sentiment to the con¬ 
trary, the council voted unanimous¬ 
ly to recommend denial of an ap¬ 
plication for a beer, wine, and liq¬ 
uor on-sale license for a (steak and 
ale) restaurant to be located on 
the Stidham Tire property directly 
north of the new People's Nation¬ 
al Bank on Edmonston Road. 

The Board of Liquor Licenses, 
which has the final say, will hold 
a hearing on Thursday morning, 
Oct. 21, and the council directed 
that a city representative appear 
in person to oppose the license. 
The property is already zoned com¬ 
mercial. 

Springhili Lakers protested the 
granting of the Kcense on the 
grounds that the restaurant is near 
the junior high school, will create 
undue traffic congestion, and would 
be disruptive to the residential 
nature of the community because

i Landlord-Tenant Code 
After much discussion, council 
passed a resolution proposed by 
councilman Charles Schwan ex¬ 
pressing its sympathy with the need 
for some type of landlord-tenant 
code that would better define the 
relationship between the two par¬ 
ties. Because of the complicated 
nature of the proposed county law, 
council decided to postpone con¬ 
sideration of detailed comments 
until its November 13 meeting. In 
the meantime, it asked for citizen 
comments, which it would try to 
incorporate into its own comments 
to the county council. 

Surplus Laud 

Council approved a resolution 
authorizing the city to apply for 
a 14-acre site lying between the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
and parcel 1 which was declared 
surplus by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. Local public bodies have first 
priority in acquiring such property, 
which must be done through ne¬ 
gotiations with the Department of 
the Interior. The property, which 
is now part of the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center, must be used as a 
public park or recreation area. 

Relief for Elderly 
Final action was taken on an or¬ 
dinance relieving elderly people of 
50 percent of the city’s refuse col¬ 
lection fees, provided they are en¬ 
titled to receive a property tax cre¬ 
dit by reason of low income. Less 
than 100 elderly homeowners fall 
into this group. 

^ Appuiiitineiits ^ 

Pilski said that the ’’city has 
never had such a response” to the 
request for resumes from citizens 
wishing to serve on city advisory 
boards, and he was very pleased. 
The council reappointed Joseph 
Mulvihill and Donald Volk to an¬ 
other 3‘year term on the APB. It 
still has one vacancy to fill on the 
APB and one on the Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board. Pilski also 
announced the appointment of Steve 
Polaschik as chairman of the city’s 
Indoor Swimming Pool Committee 
to succeed Schwan. 

Introduced for first reading was 
an amendment to the city’s ped¬ 
dlers and hawkers regulations pro¬ 
hibiting the use on a permanent 
basis of city streets and roads 
rights-of-way by vendors. The 
amendment is aimed at roadside 
stands. The amendment also in¬ 
creases the permit fees, provides 
for gratis fee for non-profit organ¬ 
ization, and further provides for 
revocation of vendors' licenses as 
a means of enforcement. 

In a related matter, Pilski said 
that the police department will in¬ 
vestigate any complaints from res¬ 
idents (whether homeowners or 
renters) regarding door-to-door so¬ 
licitors.

of night-time activity and lights. 

Parcel Q Beltway Plaza 

Following the advice of the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board, the 
council requested that the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board 
require the Beltway Plaza owners 
to submit an overall comprehen¬ 
sive development plan for the shop¬ 
ping center before approving the 
latest subdivision plan for parcel 

Q. 

Parcel Q, which is located on the 
west side of Cherrywood Lane, just 
above the recently constructed car 
wash, is being proposed for a bank. 
Because of the additional traffic 
that would be generated, the coun¬ 
cil also suggested that the devel¬ 
oper be required to provide an ex¬ 
tra right-of-way along Cherrywood 
Lane foi' turning movements into 
Greenbelt Road. 

Weidenfeld was especially annoy¬ 
ed that the Beltway Plaza devel¬ 
oper (Sidney J. Brown) had re¬ 
fused to help meet the cost of the 
traihc light at Cherrywood Lane, 
yet continues to compound the 
traffic congestion with new pro¬ 
jects. 

The APB had noted in its report 
#109 that H is poor zoning and 
planning practice to grant subdi¬ 
visions in a large tract commer¬ 
cial area without the requirement 
of an overall development plan. 

“The entire Beltway Plaza area,” 
the APB said, “is being developed 
in a piecemeal fashion without 
thought being given to problems 
of (a) traffic congestion . . . and 
(b) ecology of the area — the 
Beltway Plaza area has been a 
constant source of problems to 
city, county ,and State authorities 

The County Planning Board will 
hold a hearing on Nov. 4.
